Former Falmouth Police Chief 
Mark Posey indicted and arrested

Former Falmouth Police Chief 
Mark Lane Posey was indicted 
and arrested on charges of theft 
and abuse of public trust after a 
thorough investigation by Ken¬ 
tucky Attorney General Jack Con¬ 
way's Department of Criminal 
Investigations (DCI). He was 
taken into custody on Wednesday, 
March 25 and placed in the Frank¬ 
lin County Jail on a $10,000 bond. 
He posted bail shortly thereafter. 

Posey, 47, of Cynthiana, was 
Falmouth police chief from 
March 2008 until his resignation 
in February of 2015, when he 
stepped down due to a series of 
allegations that included misap¬ 
propriation of city funds/property 
and unauthorized sale of used 
police service revolvers. Posey 
had been placed on suspension by 
the city prior to that. He later 
waived his rights to an adminis¬ 
trative hearing and resigned his 
position. 

A Franklin County Grand Jury

A dream that had been over a half 
century in the making became a 
reality on March 24 for 1961 Pend¬ 
leton County alum and standout 
basketball star Dickie King. 

The 72-year-old along with six 
others were immortalized forever 
by becoming the newest members 
of the 10th Region Hall of Fame. 
The ceremony was held at Paris 
High School as King was sur¬ 
rounded by over a dozen family 
members as well as friends. It was 
an honor he never expected to 
come. 

“I have over 60 years of basket¬ 
ball memories. And I thought that 
maybe my time had come and 
gone, but I am extremely grateful 
and honored to receive such recog¬ 
nition,” he said. 

King was a member of the inau¬ 
gural Pendleton County Wildcats 
team in 1959-60 that finished with 
a 30-7 record. The 30 wins to this 
day remains a school single-season 
record. He played his junior season 
under the guidance of then head 
coach Richard Gulick, followed by 
Dwight Wolfe during his senior 
year. King, a deadly long-range 
shooter, scored approximately 
1,600 points in his playing career 
(one year at Morgan, two at PCHS). 
He helped the Wildcats earn dis-

returned an indictment on Tues¬ 
day, March 24 charging him with 
the following crimes: 

• Abuse of Public Trust Over 
$10,000, a Class C Felony. 

• Theft by Unlawful Taking - 
Firearm, a Class D Felony. 

• Criminal Possession of a 
Forged Instrument Second Degree 
(70 counts), Class D Felonies. 

• Theft by Deception Under 
$500, a Class A Misdemeanor. 

In a press release from Con¬ 
way's office which announced the 
indictment, Posey is alleged to 
have taken over $10,000 in funds

trict runner-up finishes in each of 
his two seasons including regional 
runner-up in 1960. 

“I can still recall some of those 
games as if they happened yester¬ 
day,” he laughs. “My favorite 
memory will always be playing on 
that 1959-60 team my junior year. 
It was the greatest team I have ever 
been a part of. We had so many 
talented players. We lost to a very 
good Maysville team in the region¬ 
al championship, and I still love 


from a drug task force account. 
The actual amount is believed to 
be closer to $20,000. He alleg¬ 
edly solicited donations from 
local businesses for drug cases 
and deposited the funds into one 
account. Posey would write 
checks out of that account for 
cash and keep the funds for per¬ 
sonal use and is believed to have 
forged the signature of a co-signor 
to the account. The check dates 
range from August 2008 to 
November 2014. Also, he is 
alleged to have purchased a gun 
with Falmouth Police Department 
funds approved by Falmouth City 
Council and then sold the gun to a 
friend of his for a higher amount. 

Attorney General Conway’s 
Office of Special Prosecutions is 
handling the prosecution of this 
case. Posey faces a maximum 
sentence of 20 years in prison. 

Posey could not be reached for 
comment.

running into former teammates and 
reminiscing on those games. They 
knew I was a shooter and when I 
had a hot hand they didn’t hesitate 
in getting me the ball.” 

King was nominated for con¬ 
sideration into the Hall of Fame by 
current Wildcats head coach 
Keaton Belcher. After it was decid¬ 
ed that King would be a part of the 
2015 class, he received a call from 
Belcher notifying him that he had 
been selected. 

“I was absolutely shocked! I 
didn’t know what to say. I was just 
so honored to be considered and 
will always be eternally grateful to 
coach Belcher for taking the time 
to review my career and nominate 
me. It says a lot about a young man 
to be interested in learning the past 
and become aware of who played 
for the program so many years ago. 
He did a great job introducing me 
during the ceremony and providing 
information that even I didn’t know 
about.” 

The hall of famer grew up in the 
Gumlick area and fell in love with 
basketball at an early age. At 10 he 
cut the bottom out of a coffee can 
and mounted it to a door frame. He 
worked on his jump shot by using 
a rolled up pair of his father’s 
socks as a ball. A year later, his first 
outdoor goal was set up on the

As the Mayor of the City of Fal¬ 
mouth I need to address my city 
regarding the recent arrest of our for¬ 
mer Chief of Police Mark Posey. 
Many questions, concerns, and accu¬ 
sations have been scattered all around 
our small town. Let me set the record 
straight. Upon taking office on Janu¬ 
ary 1 of this year I became aware of 
serious issues involving Police Chief 
Mark Posey and the misuse of city 
funds and property. I took immediate 
action to remove him from office 
which resulted in his eventual resig¬ 
nation in February. Now with the 
Attorney General’s Office filing mul¬ 
tiple criminal charges against our 
former chief, and out of respect for 
the legal system I will refrain from 
commenting on any specific aspects 
of Mr. Posey’s criminal action. How¬ 
ever I want the citizens of Falmouth 
to know that such behavior will not 
be tolerated. I am focused on moving 
forward and working on prospering 
and enjoying the city that I love and

Chris Gentry, vice 
director, District 4 of the 
Kentucky Motorcycle 
Association (KMA/KBA) 
presented a request to 
Judge/Executive David 
Fields and the magistrates 
to place “Share the Road” 
signs on the highways to 
encourage motorcycle 
awareness in Pendleton 
County. He listed the fol¬ 
lowing state roads as key 
locations for these signs: 
State Highways 8,177,10, 
27,17, and 22. Gentry stat¬ 
ed that the legislation has 
been on the books for some 
time and the KMA is mak¬ 
ing a concerted effort at 
this time to bring the issue 
to the attention of judge/ 
executives and magistrates 
throughout the state. 

Gentry stated further 
that the second leading 
cause of accidents involv¬ 
ing motorcycles is due to 
inattentive drivers. With 


the installation of the signs 
and other awareness cam¬ 
paigns last year, 2014 saw 
one of the lowest fatality 


rates for motorcycle deaths 
in Kentucky for decades.

NorthKey ~ An adult training center

NorthKey in Falmouth, 
Ky. operates as a protected 
training environment, not 
an adult day care. It is one 
of three adult day training 
centers (ADT) in Northern 
Kentucky where persons 
18 and older who are 
developmentally delayed, 
have physical disabilities 
or mental retardation can 
learn useful work skills 
which they apply to onsite 
jobs from 7:30 a.m. - 4 
p.m. five days a week thus 
becoming productive citi¬ 
zens in the community. 
The site supervisor is Jody 
Moore. 

Aside from Moore, 
there are three skilled ADT 
staff who assist the 22 cli¬ 
ents with life skills. These 
include everything from 
doing laundry, sweeping 


floors, personal hygiene, 
worker training, schooling, 
or helping a coworker 
clean his or her wheelchair. 
But, it does not stop there, 
their work is quite varied 
including a recent contract 
to place labels on Salsa 
Jars for the Long Family 
Business out of Burling¬ 
ton, Kentucky. All the jars, 
labels, glue etc. are brought 
here from Burlington and 
an in house factory like 
assembly line is set up. The 
employees are paid for 
each piece they complete 
thus providing personal 
spending money which 
they must learn to manage, 
another part of their train¬ 
ing. 

For the most part, the 
goals of the people served 
here are NorthKey’s goals, 
to develop each individuals 
potential so they can 


become viable members of 
the local community’s 
workforce. These persons 
are quite proud of their 
work and truly look for¬ 
ward to going to work each 
and every day. 

It is important to recog¬ 
nize that the list of life 
skills are not limited to 
being a member of the 
labor force. Opportunities 
to be out in the community 
they live in and participate 
in various aspects of social 
life they may otherwise not 
be able to participate in are 
very important. Going to 
movies and shows, dinning 
out for lunch with friends, 
volunteering at the library 
and picking up groceries 
are just a few of the social 
opportunities. By and large 
the people at NorthKey are 
a community of friends

family barn. King spent end¬ 
less hours working on his 
game dribbling on dirt and 
gravel. He had no one to 
play with so he emulated 
receiving passes from imagi¬ 
nary teammates by bouncing 
the ball off of the side of the 
barn and firing jumpers. 

“I learned to be a pretty 
accurate shooter because 
when I missed I had to race 
down over a hill to retrieve 
the ball. It was a lot easier to 
just make shots,” he laughed. 

King recalls playing his 
first organized games out¬ 
doors as a member of the 
Morgan Raiders. The Raid¬ 
ers, made up of seventh and 
eighth graders, battled the 
likes of Falmouth, Butler, 
Goforth, McKinneysburg, 
Portland and Mt. Auburn. 
In those days he recalls, the 
battle with the elements was 
just as challenging as the 
other teams. 

“You had to learn how to 
shoot a “curve ball”. Any¬ 
time it was a windy day, you 
had to change the way you 
shot so the wind would help 
guide the ball into the bas¬ 
ket. Some days were better 
than others. When the sea¬ 
son became cooler we moved 
all of the games to Morgan, 
Falmouth and Butler. They 
were the only three that had 
indoor gyms.” 

King joined the Wildcats 
following consolidation of 
the school systems. He 
recalls his most proud 
moment during his senior 
season when the Wildcats 
defeated Deming in the 
semi-finals of the 1961 dis¬ 
trict tournament. Two weeks 
prior, Deming thumped the 
Cats to the tune of a 
32-point victory. King and 
Wildcats gained revenge 
while also earning a place in 
the regional tournament. 
The Wildcats fell to Bracken 
on a last second shot in the 
district championship. 

“A few weeks ago at the 
regional tournament at 
Mason County Fieldhouse, 
all of the new inductees were 
brought out onto the court 
during the championship 
game between Campbell 
County and Scott. Eater on, 
I was approached by a guy 
that had played on the Dem¬ 
ing team. He congratulated 
me and we talked about a lot 
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of good memories from 
playing ball. He admitted to 
me that during that game his 
coach called timeout a cou¬ 
ple of times to change the 
defender that was guarding 
me. I finished with 37 points 
that night.” 

King earned a scholar¬ 
ship to continue his basket¬ 
ball career at Cumberland 
College. He played one sea¬ 
son before starting a family. 
In 1965, he began working 
for Square D in Florence. He 
worked his way up to distri¬ 
bution manager while always 
having an itch to play the 
game that he loved. Shortly 
after, he joined an industrial 
league that enabled him to 
keep playing competitive 
basketball for over 30 years. 
King finally retired his jump 
shot and sneakers at age 52. 

“It was a great opportu¬ 
nity. I played with some very 
talented players over that 
time. I was transferred to 
Chicago where I stayed for 
five years and then to Dallas 
where I spent eleven years. 
But that one thing that 
didn’t change was playing 
basketball. In 1986, I 
returned back to Kentucky 
for good and with a lot of 
great memories.” 

Basketball is a game that 
runs deep into the King fam¬ 
ily. Dickie’s brother Donald, 
played on the 1965 Wildcat

A Prosecutor's 



Perspective

First off, I would like to 
sincerely thank those of you 
who have contacted me to 
say that you have been read¬ 
ing and enjoying this arti¬ 
cle. I appreciate the feed¬ 
back and hope to hear from 
more of you. This week, we 
will take a closer look at the 
grand jury which has been 
the focus of national media 
scrutiny in recent months. 
Before a felony case can be 
prosecuted in Circuit 
Court, it must first be pre¬ 
sented to the grand jury 
which evaluates the evi¬ 
dence and determines 
whether or not there is 
probable cause to charge a 
person with a crime. (Laws’ 
Legal Disclaimer: The 
grand jury does not decide 
if a person is guilty of a 
crime. That is the job of 
the petit/trial jury. Grand 
jurors decide if a person will 
be charged with a crime.) 

Part of the mystery of 
our grand jury system is the 
legal requirement that all 
testimony and evidence pre¬ 
sented be kept secret. This 
is probably the aspect of the 
grand jury that causes the 
most frustration among the 
general public. A perfect 
example was the recent offi¬ 


cer-involved shooting in 
Ferguson, Missouri. No one 
may ask a grand juror what 
a witness said, what another 
grand juror said, or how 
any grand juror voted. Typi¬ 
cally, the only people 
allowed in the grand jury 
room while the grand jury 
is taking testimony are the 
prosecutor, the grand jurors, 
and the witness testifying. 

In most cases, the only 
witness that testifies at 
grand jury is the law 
enforcement officer that 
investigated the case. The 
prosecutor questions the 
officer about the case and 
each grand juror is given the 
opportunity to ask relevant 
questions. Neither the 
defendant nor his attorney 
is present. If the defendant 
wishes to present evidence 
to the grand jury, he or she 
must notify the prosecutor’s 
office in writing. The grand 
jurors may decide to hear 
testimony from the defen¬ 
dant, but they are not 
required to do so. 

When all the evidence 
has been presented, the offi¬ 
cer and the prosecutor leave 
the room and the grand 
jurors decide whether there 
is enough evidence to return 


an indictment. Only the 
grand jurors are allowed to 
be present while the grand 
jury is deliberating or vot¬ 
ing on a case. At least nine 
of the twelve members of 
the grand jury must agree in 
order to return an indict¬ 
ment. If less than nine 
grand jurors vote in favor of 
an indictment, the grand 
jury issues a “No True Bill” 
and the case is dismissed. 

Grand jurors typically 
find their participation on 
grand jury to be interesting. 
They gain a better under¬ 
standing of the criminal jus¬ 
tice system and have an 
opportunity to contribute 
to the fair and impartial 
enforcement of the law in 
their community. Hopeful¬ 
ly, this article has helped 
answer some of your ques¬ 
tions about the grand jury 
process, and I look forward 
to seeing some of you as 
grand jurors in the future!

Thoughts from a Roaming Optimist 
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Responsibilities over rights 


Many decisions are made 
on a daily basis in the name 
of individual “rights” basis 
that harm other humans and 
ecological systems directly 
and indirectly. We certainly 
live in a world that prioritizes 
individual rights over virtual¬ 
ly everything else, and this is 
not always a bad thing. Being 
a student of the law, I deeply 
respect and cherish some of 
the rights enumerated in our 
country’s founding docu¬ 
ments. However, I believe 
that in many instances this 
rights-based approach to life 
can be damaging and has led 
to significant societal prob¬ 
lems. Rather than viewing 
every decision made as an 
application of one’s “rights”, 
one should instead evaluate 
every decision in the context 
of their “responsibility” to 
other humans and to other 
creatures. 

While this may sound ini¬ 
tially odd, I urge you to con¬ 
sider this idea with depth and 
humility. Regardless of what 
one might desire, we live in a 
global community becoming 
connected 
the idea of 
one person’s actions affecting 
the rest of the world is not a 
new concept, the ability to 
truly understand the depth 
and breadth of the impacts 
our actions have on others is 
at an all-time high. Thus, 
there is not a valid excuse for 
us to blindly ignore how we 
are contributing to the plight 
of others.

To apply the concept of 
replacing a rights-based 
approach with a responsibili- 
ties-based approach I will use 
the example of the recent 
attempt by corporations from 
the northeastern United 
States to secure land to con¬ 
struct a portion of the Blue- 
grass Pipeline through Pend¬ 
leton County. In this exam¬ 
ple, each individual landown¬ 
er certainly had every right to 
accept monetary payment 
from these corporations and 
either sell their land or allow 
the pipeline to traverse across 
their property. However, if 
one took the perspective of a 
responsibilities-based 
approach, these landowners 
would first consider how 
their decision to allow or not 
allow this pipeline to cross 
their property would impact 
their neighbors, the global 
community, and the ecologi¬ 
cal system. 

In this example, it would 
be difficult for this landown¬ 
er to come to the conclusion 
that allowing the corporation 
to use their land to transport 
natural gas liquids to be 
shipped to East Asia for 
development was the respon¬ 
sible decision. The potential 
for localized water and air 
impacts to their Pendleton 
County neighbors, the indi¬ 
rect support for continued 
exploitation of fossil fuels in 
disenfranchised communi¬ 
ties, and the global ecological 
impacts of the project would 
likely outweigh the potential 


economic benefits stemming 
from the allowance of the 
project to cross their land. 

This is certainly not advo¬ 
cating for the destruction of 
individual rights, as these are 
fundamental to a healthy, 
functioning democracy. A 
government that exerts all of 
the power in the relationship 
leads to a society that is 
unhappy and quickly self- 
destructs. This is, however, 
an attempt to advocate for 
individuals, like those 
throughout Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty, to fully consider the 
impacts of the decisions that 
they make. 

Life is much easier when 
our head is in the sand, and 
all we think about is what 
makes us as individuals hap¬ 
pier. However, I believe that 
when we all come to the end 
of our life we will want to 
believe that we made the 
world a better place. Contin¬ 
uously thinking about the 
“rights” that we have to make 
decisions will not do this. 
Instead, viewing every deci¬ 
sion as your responsibility to 
the world and all of its crea¬ 
tures will lead to more holis¬ 
tic, thoughtful, and less dam¬ 
aging decisions. In turn, this 
will likely make you, the 
decision-maker, a happier 
and more fulfilled global citi¬ 
zen.

How changes made by the 2015 General Assembly will affect your life

The 2015 General Assembly concluded its 
annual session on Wednesday, March 25 having 
approved 127 bills and resolutions, many of 
which will affect the lives of Kentuckians. 

Gas prices will be slightly higher after April 1 
than they otherwise would have been. People in 
cities and suburbs might lose access to a tradi¬ 
tional land-line telephone. Heroin dealers will 
face longer prison sentences. Abused dating 
partners - including young students - will be able 
to seek court protection. Kids will have to ride in 
booster seats for longer than they do now. 

Here is where bills dealing with two dozen 
high-profile topics ended up: 

Heroin 

Most people agree this was the top issue of 
the 2015 session. Scores of overdose deaths tied 
to heroin are being reported in every part of the 
state, in large part because opioid addicts are 
switching from prescription pain pills, which are 
now harder to get. 

Senate Bill 192 - signed into law by Gov. 
Steve Beshear on Wednesday - does many things. 
It toughens penalties for dealers, particularly 
those who import drugs into Kentucky It gives 
emergency workers better access to naloxone, a 
drug that can reverse the effects of a heroin over¬ 
dose. It authorizes more state funding and Med¬ 
icaid support for addiction treatment, although 
much of that money won't arrive until the next 
two-year state budget. It includes "Good Samar¬ 
itan" language to protect drug users from crimi¬ 
nal charges if they report an overdose. 

Finally it gives local governments the option 
to establish needle-exchange programs at county 
health departments for intravenous drug users. 


Dating violence 

House Bill 8, awaiting Beshear's promised 
signature, expands the right to pursue civil pro¬ 
tective orders to dating partners who aren't mar¬ 
ried, don't live together and don't have children 
together. It also adds stalking as an offense that 
can be used to justify a protective order. 

Teacher pensions 

Nothing happened. The House approved a 
plan to issue $3.3 billion in bonds to shore up 
the Kentucky Teachers' Retirement System, 
which faces a $14 billion unfunded liability. The 
Senate, calling that much debt too risky pro¬ 
posed a task force to study the issue. The cham¬ 
bers negotiated House Bill 4 until the final hours 
of the session and tossed different ideas on the 
table, but they couldn't reach a deal. 

Gas tax 

Skittish of being accused of voting for a tax 
increase, lawmakers put off a vote on the state 
gas tax until the final hours of the session. But 
they ultimately decided to prevent a large drop in 
the state Road Fund, which pays for building, 
repairing and improving roads. The tax will drop 
from 27.6 cents a gallon to 26 cents - a fall to 
22.5 cents was going to happen otherwise on 
April 1 - and then make 26 cents the new floor. 
Also, instead of quarterly adjustments to the tax 
based on the average wholesale price of gasoline, 
the adjustments would occur annually begin¬ 
ning July 2016. 

Phone deregulation 

After years of intensive lobbying, AT&T won 
the phone service deregulation it wanted. Bes¬ 
hear signed House Bill 152 into law on March 
12. The Kentucky Public Service Commission, 
which regulates utilities, won't have much power 
over phone service anymore. The major phone 
carriers no longer have to provide cheap, basic

land-line phone service in urban and suburban 
areas. In rural areas, they don't have to provide 
basic service in new developments. 

’Right to Work’ 

Business groups lost their perennial battle to 
let Kentuckians work for unionized employers 
and receive salaries and benefits obtained through 
collective bargaining without joining a union 
themselves. The Senate approved Senate Bill 1 
only to see it die in a House committee. But the 
so-called " right-to-work" movement has started 
taking its fight to local governments around the 
state, with some success. 

Minimum wage 

The House passed House Bill 2, which 
would have raised the state's minimum wage to 
$10.10 an hour by July 2017, and a Senate com¬ 
mittee killed it. Similar to the right-to-work 
effort, supporters of a minimum wage increase 
have started pushing local governments, includ¬ 
ing the cities of Lexington and Louisville, to act. 

Smoking ban 

For the first time in the history of this 
tobacco state, the House voted on - and passed 
- a bill to ban indoor smoking statewide in work¬ 
places and other public spaces, such as bars and 
restaurants. And then the Senate assigned House 
Bill 145 to its Committee on Veterans, Military 
Affairs and Public Protection, where it saw no 
further action. 

Abortion 

The Senate approved Senate Bill 4 to require 
that women have a face-to-face consultation with 
a doctor or a doctor's designee 24 hours before 
they can have an abortion. At present, many 
women receive such consultations by telephone 
to avoid driving twice into Louisville or Lexing¬ 
ton, the only places in Kentucky where abortions 
are available. The House never gave the bill a 
committee hearing. 

UK research center 

The University of Kentucky this year expects 
to start building a six-story medical research 
center on South Limestone in Lexington with 
financial support from the state. House Bill 298, 
signed into law March 9 by Beshear, authorizes 
bonds to pay for half of the $265 million center. 
UK says it will raise the other half of the money 
through donations and research funding. 

Drunken driving 

One bill to crack down on drunken driving 
was sent to Beshear for his signature. Senate Bill 
133 will require that an ignition interlock device, 
which checks a driver's breath for alcohol before 
allowing the vehicle to start, is installed on the 
vehicles of some DUI offenders who want a 
hardship license. It will apply to repeat offenders 
or those who committed one of six aggravating 
offenses on their first offense, such as driving 
more than 30 mph over the speed limit or having 
a blood alcohol concentration of 0.15 or greater. 

However, the House without explanation 
killed a separate proposal, Senate Bill 34, that 
would have expanded the "look-back window" 
from five to 10 years for drunken drivers' past 
convictions. Under state law, drunken drivers 
face enhanced penalties for second and third 
DUI convictions within five years, and a fourth 
within five years is a Class D felony, punishable 
by one to five years in prison. 

Film tax credits 

Lawmakers voted to expand the state's film 
tax credits. House Bill 340, sitting on Beshear's 
desk, lowers the sum that a movie-production 
company must spend to get the credits from 
$500,000 to $250,000 for out-of-state compa¬ 
nies and $125,000 for in-state companies. It also 
raises the tax credit from 20 percent to 30 per¬ 
cent of qualified costs to match that of nearby 
states. 

Public-private partners 

Nicknamed "the P-3 bill," for public-private 
partnership, House Bill 443 would have allowed 
governments and corporations to team up on 
massive building projects, such as proposed 
replacements of Ohio River bridges. It was a top 
priority for Beshear and business leaders. But it 
died in a Senate committee after the House 
approved it. 

Local option sales tax 

This was another measure eagerly sought by 
Beshear and business leaders that failed. House 


Bill 1 was a proposed constitutional amendment 
that - had it passed, and had voters approved it 
- would have given local governments the author¬ 
ity to raise their local sales taxes temporarily to 
pay for specific projects. The House approved it 
Feb. 12, but it disappeared in the Senate State 
and Local Government Committee. 

Booster seats 

The Senate previously opposed expanded use 
of booster seats to protect children in vehicles, 
but it relented this year. House Bill 315, awaiting 
Beshear's signature, raises the requirements for 
children who must use booster seats in cars from 
age 7 to 8 and from 40 inches to 57 inches. 

Snow days 

During a harsh winter that forced the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly repeatedly to shut down, some 
Kentucky school districts lost up to 30 instruc¬ 
tional days because it wasn't safe for students to 
travel. Senate Bill 119 allows school districts to 
waive some of their 1,062 mandatory hours this 
year if they cannot make up the time through 
other scheduling adjustments by June 5. Beshear 
signed the bill into law March 19. 

Medical malpractice 

Hospitals, nursing homes and doctors again 
lobbied for a bill to establish "medical review 
panels." The panels would intercede in malprac¬ 
tice, abuse or neglect lawsuits against medical 
providers to consider the merit of the claims, and 
their eventual conclusions could be entered into 
court as evidence. The Senate approved Senate 
Bill 6 on Feb. 5, after which it went to the House 
Judiciary Committee, never to be heard from 
again. 

Debt limit 

The state spends either 6.68 percent or 8.1 
percent of its General Fund on debt service, or 
paying down what it has borrowed, depending 
on which obligations one includes in the calcula¬ 
tions. Unhappy about this, the Senate passed 
Senate Bill 94, which would have capped the 
state's debt payments at 6 percent, effectively 
eliminating debt-financing in the next state bud¬ 
get or two. The House budget committee took 
no action on it. 

Breeders’ Cup 

Beshear signed House Bill 134 into law 
March 17. It will waive the state's excise tax on 
live parimutuel wagering at Keeneland when the 
Lexington racetrack hosts the Breeders' Cup on 
Oct. 30 and 31. The money Keeneland saves will 
go to boost prize money awarded to horse own¬ 
ers. 

Beer bill 

The legislature passed, and Beshear signed 
into law, House Bill 168. It prohibits beer brew¬ 
ers from owning beer distribution networks in 
the state. That immediately affects one company, 
beer giant Anheuser-Busch, which owns distrib¬ 
utorships in Louisville and Owensboro. Anheus¬ 
er-Busch has indicated that it will sue to get the 
law overturned. 

Student activism 

Unpaid teenage activists helped draft and 
lobbied for House Bill 236, to let high school 
students sit on the screening committees that 
select new superintendents. The bill passed the 
House by an 88-5 vote on Feb. 26. But Republi¬ 
can senators prepared controversial amendments 
to the bill on the Senate floor - one on religious 
expression in schools, the other on which bath¬ 
rooms transgender students can use - ultimately 
dooming it. 

Tax refund donations 

Kentuckians soon will be able to donate 
some or all of their income tax refunds to pedi¬ 
atric cancer research by checking a box on state 
tax forms. Senate Bill 82, sitting on Beshear's 
desk, also will allow refund money to be donated 
to rape crisis centers and to the Special Olym¬ 
pics. 

Legislative staff 

The General Assembly enacted no reforms 
after a report, released in January, cited poor 
leadership and low morale among its own staff at 
the Legislative Research Commission. House 
and Senate leaders also could not agree how to 
replace Bobby Sherman, who resigned as LRC 
director in 2013 amid sexual harassment com¬ 
plaints filed by several LRC employees against 
Rep. John Arnold, D-Sturgis, who also resigned.

The highlights include far- 
reaching laws that will counter 
the heroin epidemic and pro¬ 
tect more victims of violence, 
while other legislation will 
better preserve the money we 
receive as part of the annual 
tobacco settlement payments. 

In other areas, the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky will soon 
break ground for a new $265 
million health research facili¬ 
ty; expanded tax incentives 
will make the commonwealth 
more attractive to both the 
entertainment industry and 
the Breeders Cup; and older 
children will have more pro¬ 
tection while riding in a vehi¬ 
cle due to an increase in height 
and age requirements for 
booster seats. 

The heroin legislation, 
which passed early last week 
and was signed into law just 
hours later, will go a long way 
in tackling a problem that has 
sky-rocketed in recent years, 
especially in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Senate Bill 192 will sig¬ 
nificantly broaden the avail¬ 
able treatment for addicts 
while also ramping up the 
penalties for those who are 
bringing this poison into our 
communities. 

As part of the expanded 
treatment, we call for greater 
use of naloxone, which can 
reverse overdoses, and Vivit- 


rol, a drug that appears able to 
cure heroin addiction. Com¬ 
munities will be able to decide 
whether they want to imple¬ 
ment needle exchanges, which 
can limit blood-borne diseases 
and dirty-needle sticks; and a 
new Good Samaritan provi¬ 
sion will provide legal immu¬ 
nity to those who, in good 
faith, report overdoses. 

The penalties, meanwhile, 
call for much longer prison 
sentences for those selling 
large amounts of heroin. That 
includes anyone who brings in 
heroin from other states to sell 
here, no matter the amount. 

On the same day that leg¬ 
islation passed, the General 
Assembly approved another 
bill that will make several new 
groups of victims eligible for 
civil protective orders. That 
includes those hurt by a dat¬ 
ing partner and those who 
have been stalked or sexually 
assaulted. Many other states 
already include these people in 
their protective orders, and 
studies show that these orders 
can make a true difference in 
stopping violence before it 
starts. 

Several other laws 
approved last week center on 
transportation. One, for 
example, will stabilize reve¬ 
nues at the gas pump so they 
do not fluctuate as much and 
threaten planned highway 
construction and mainte¬ 
nance. We also provided some 
surplus money to local gov¬ 
ernments so their road funds 
are maintained. 

Another law will update 
our booster-seat requirements 
so that it will apply to young 
children through the age of 
seven - instead of six - and 
increase the height require¬ 
ment from 50 inches to 57. A 
separate bill will expand use of 
ignition interlock devices, 
which courts can order to 
ensure convicted drunk driv¬ 


ers do not drive drunk again if 
given a hardship license. 

I was proud that some of 
the bills I sponsored became 
law. One will clarify how 
communities handle stray 
horses and cattle, while anoth¬ 
er updates some of the farm- 
related definitions in state law 
so that more people can ben¬ 
efit. 

While the legislative ses¬ 
sion was a successful one, 
there were some initiatives 
that did not make it through, 
including two constitutional 
amendments for voters to 
consider; one would have 
added Kentucky to the long 
list of states having a local- 
option sales tax to fund new 
projects, while the second 
would have restored voting 
rights to most felons after they 
had completed their punish¬ 
ment. The House and Senate 
also did not agree on how to 
best address the unfunded lia¬ 
bility for the Kentucky Teach¬ 
ers’ Retirement System, 
though that issue will be stud¬ 
ied more in-depth in the 
months ahead. 

Our work approving new 
laws may be over for the year, 
but the legislative committees 
will begin meeting later this 
spring to start laying the 
groundwork for next year.

General Assembly overwhelmingly passes 
legislation to counter state’s heroin epidemic 


Council members Richie and Shields address 
Falmouth citizens about March 10 vote 


After months of discus¬ 
sions and building on its 
prior work in reducing illegal 
drug use, the General Assem¬ 
bly voted overwhelmingly for 
legislation designed to coun¬ 
ter the states heroin epidem¬ 
ic. 

“Senate Bill 192 is a major 
step forward in tackling wnat 
has become a crisis for both 
our criminal justice and 
healthcare systems,” said state 
Rep. John Tilley, the House 
Judiciary Committee chair¬ 
man who also served as the 
chambers point person on 
the bill. “I’m proud that 
many of the proposals the 
House pushed for - and 
which have proven successful 
in so many other states - are 
now set to become law. I am 
also pleased our plan to set 
aside $10 million to begin 
implementation quickly is a 
part of this bill as well. I want 
to thank those in the Senate 
for their work in getting this 
passed.” 

House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo, who sponsored 
2012’s law that reduced pre¬ 
scription drug abuse and who 
fought online sales of those 
drugs as Attorney General, 
called this years bill “a bal¬ 
anced approach that brings 
together better treatment and 
tougher sentencing. I think it 
will make a true difference.” 

State officials say heroin 
overdose deaths have sky¬ 
rocketed over the last five 
years, with the Kentucky 
State Police’s crime lab report¬ 
ing its workload in these cases 
has gone up by 400 percent 
during that time. A recent 
statewide study, meanwhile, 
showed that about one in 10 
Kentuckians knows of some¬ 
one close to them whose life 
has been devastated by the 
drug. 

State Rep. Joni Jenkins, 
who chairs the House budget 
subcommittee that oversees 
state healthcare spending, is 
one of those people. She lost 
her nephew to a heroin over¬ 
dose in 2013. 

“I know first-hand how 
easy it is for many of our 
loved ones to fall into this 
deadly cycle of addiction,” 
Rep. Jenkins said. “If we are 
to truly get a handle on this 
epidemic, to rescue the hun¬ 
dreds who die every year, 


treatment has to play a major 
role. We cannot incarcerate 
ourselves out of this prob¬ 
lem.” 

Under Senate Bill 192, 
the following House-spon¬ 
sored measures are now set to 
become law: 

• A Good Samaritan pro¬ 
vision, which will give legal 
immunity to drug addicts 
who report an overdose vic¬ 
tim to authorities. “All too 
often, overdose victims are 
left to die because the people 
they are with fear being 
arrested,” Rep. Tilley said. 
“This provision should allevi¬ 
ate that concern if it is done 
in good faith. Our first prior¬ 
ity is getting these victims the 
emergency treatment they 
need as quickly as possible.” 
He noted that 23 other states 
already have something simi¬ 
lar. 

• Greater use of life-saving 
drugs like Naloxone, which 
can reverse overdoses if 
administered in time, and 
Vivitrol, which has proven 
effective in weaning addicts 
off heroin. “We want to make 
sure these two miracle drugs 
and those like them are more 
widely used across the state,” 
Rep. Tilley said. 

• A re-direction of savings 
from 2011’s criminal-justice 
reforms. This money will be 
used to do such things as 
ramp up substance-abuse 
programs in jails and com¬ 
munity health centers; speed 
up prosecutions in controlled- 
substance cases; and hire 
more social workers to help 
come up with alternative sen¬ 
tencing plans for addicts and 
those with mental illness 
caught up in the criminal 
justice system. 

• A local-option needle- 
exchange program, which 
would reduce the prevalence 
of such blood-borne diseases 
as HIV and Hepatitis C and 
the prevalence of dirty needle 
sticks by law enforcement and 
the public. Thirty-five states 
have something similar in 
place. “Just in the last few 
weeks in Scott County, Indi¬ 
ana, we have seen a stark 
reminder of what shared nee¬ 
dles can do,” Rep. Tilley said. 
“That community is now fac¬ 
ing HIV rates more common 
in sub-Saharan Africa. A nee¬ 
dle-exchange program could 


have helped stopped that, and 
could have been an entry 
point to get some of these 
addicts into treatment. In 
Kentucky, communities will 
now have the ability to take 
this step if they choose.” 

• Other provisions in the 
law will make it easier for 
hospitals to refer overdose 
victims to substance-abuse 
treatment programs; to 
expand the availability of 
those types of programs with¬ 
in Medicaid; and to make it 
easier for small in-patient 
medical facilities to expand to 
treat more addicts. Physicians 
will also have greater authori¬ 
ty to treat their patients who 
are addicted. 

• In addition to increasing 
access to treatment, Senate 
Bill 192 also toughens crimi¬ 
nal penalties in those cases 
involving large amounts of 
heroin or any amount of the 
drug that is brought into the 
state. 

Under the legislation 
approved tonight, those who 
sell up to two grams of heroin 
will continue to face a Class 
“D” felony, which is one to 
five years in prison, and be 
required to serve 30 percent 
of their sentence before being 
eligible for parole if circum¬ 
stances show the person is a 
commercial trafficker. 

Those selling two grams 
up to 100 grams will now face 
a Class “C” felony - which is 
five to 10 years - as will those 
bringing heroin into Ken¬ 
tucky, no matter the amount. 

Those trafficking in more 
than 100 grams will face a 
Class “B” felony, which calls 
for 10 to 20 years in prison. 

“While I believe strongly 
that treatment should play a 
large role in bringing this 
epidemic under control, 
tougher sentencing at the 
higher levels is an important 
component as well,” Rep. Til¬ 
ley said. “My hope is that we 
can continue the success we 
have seen with 2011s crimi¬ 
nal justice reforms and the 
savings - and public safety - 
they have provided. This bill 
is not the final solution, 
because the illegal drug mar¬ 
ket is always changing. Oth¬ 
ers in the General Assembly 
and I will maintain our vigi¬ 
lance and will be ready to act 
when necessary.” 


Seven surprising poison hazards in the home 


What do button batter¬ 
ies, medications and clean¬ 
ing products have in com¬ 
mon? They’re three of the 
items on the list of seven 
surprising poisons provided 
by the Kentucky Regional 
Poison Control Center of 
Kosair Children’s Hospital. 

“Our No. 1 goal is to 
educate the public about 
potential poison hazards in 
and around their home,” said 
Ashley Webb, board-certi¬ 
fied toxicologist and director 
of the Kentucky Regional 
Poison Control Center. “We 
want them to know that if a 
child or adult is exposed to a 
poison, the poison control 
center should be called as 
soon as possible.” 

The poison control cen¬ 
ter’s phone number is (800) 
222-1222. Everyone is 
encouraged to program this 
number into their mobile 
phones. This number works 
throughout the country and 
will automatically direct call¬ 
ers to the nearest poison con¬ 
trol center. Poison control 
center services are provided 
at no direct charge to the 
public. 

Seven surprising poisons: 

Magnets and batteries: 
Button or disc batteries can 
cause severe burns in the 
esophagus if swallowed. 
Swallowing a single magnet 
can be a choking hazard, but 
if more than one magnet is 
swallowed or a magnet is 
swallowed with a piece of 
metal, it can cause serious 
and even fatal consequences 
if the two make contact 
while in different parts of the 
bowel. 

Your own medication: 
Even medication you take on 
a regular basis can be harm¬ 
ful if taken in the wrong 
amount or at the wrong 
time. Be sure to follow the 
dosing instructions on the 
medication packaging and 
keep all medication out of 
reach of children. 

Cleaning products: Many 
products are brightly colored 
and attractive to children, 
therefore they should be 
stored up and out of reach. 
Adults should use caution 
when mixing cleaning prod¬ 
ucts, as contact with the eyes 


can cause simple irritation to 
damaging abrasions to the 
surface of the eye, to blind¬ 
ness. If swallowed, many of 
these products can cause 
symptoms that may be severe 
depending on the product. 
The poison control center 
specialists can help you 
decide on the best course of 
action if exposed. 

Furnace/fireplace: Mal¬ 
functioning furnaces and 
fireplaces can produce car¬ 
bon monoxide, a potentially 
lethal gas. This is colorless 
and odorless - a truly silent 
killer. Make sure you have a 
carbon monoxide detector 
on every level of your home. 

Caffeine: Consuming 

excessive caffeine through 
energy drinks or supple¬ 
ments can lead to toxic lev¬ 
els. Symptoms of caffeine 
overdose range from vomit¬ 
ing and rapid heartbeat to 
disorientation, seizures and 
heart arrhythmias that could 
be fatal. 

Tobacco and nicotine: All 
tobacco and nicotine prod¬ 
ucts are harmful if swal¬ 
lowed, such as when a child 
decides to eat a cigarette butt 
(it happens!). But many nic¬ 
otine products, including 
tobacco leaves themselves, 
are harmful if they come into 
contact with the skin. Nico¬ 
tine such as that found in an 
e-cigarette cartridge or refill 
bottle can be absorbed 
through the skin and enter 
the bloodstream. High levels 
of nicotine have been fatal. 

Natural/homemade prod¬ 
ucts: Cleaning and personal 
care products labeled as “all 
natural” or made at home 
can still be harmful if swal¬ 
lowed. The products and any 
ingredients used to make 
them should be stored up 
and out of reach of children. 
It may sound safe, but prod¬ 
ucts such as tea tree oil can 
make you ill.

The primary mission of 
the Kentucky Regional Poi¬ 
son Control Center of Kosair 
Children’s Hospital is to 
reduce illness and death 
from poisoning in Kentucky. 
The center provides 24/7 
free and confidential access 
to specially trained nurses, 
pharmacists and physicians 
who are certified in toxicol¬ 
ogy. They are specialists in 
communicating advice to 
health care professionals, 
first responders, patients, 
parents, family members, the 
general public and the 
media. Some of the more 
common calls received 
involve medications, tobacco 
products, household clean¬ 
ing products, plants and per¬ 
sonal care items. Calls also 
are answered about work- 
related exposures in farming 
and industry, food poison¬ 
ing, insect and snake bites, 
and a variety of other poten¬ 
tial hazards. 

On average, the poison 
control center’s hotline at 
(800) 222-1222 receives a 
call every 10 minutes, 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year 
- more than 60,000 calls 
annually - from all of Ken¬ 
tucky’s 120 counties. Three 
of every four patients from 
those calls are successfully 
managed safely and inexpen¬ 
sively at home, reducing 
unnecessary emergency 
room visits and/or shorten¬ 
ing hospital stays. 

The poison control cen¬ 
ter coordinates public and 
professional education pro¬ 
grams focusing on poison 
prevention and treatment 
throughout the state. A vari¬ 
ety of educational materials 
are provided, including pam¬ 
phlets, telephone stickers, 
magnets, audiovisual materi¬ 
als, lectures and exhibits.

Jobless rates down in 119 Kentucky counties 


Unemployment rates 
fell in 119 Kentucky coun¬ 
ties between February 2014 
and February 2015, while 
Russell County stayed the 
same, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Employ¬ 
ment and Training, an 
agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Woodford County 
recorded the lowest jobless 
rate in the Commonwealth 
at 3.5 percent. It was fol¬ 
lowed by Fayette County, 4 
percent; Oldham, Scott and 
Shelby counties, 4.1 per¬ 
cent each; Boone and Owen 
counties, 4.3 percent each; 
and Anderson, Jessamine, 
Spencer and Washington 


counties, 4.4 percent each. 

Magoffin County 
recorded the state’s highest 
unemployment rate - 14.3 
percent. It was followed by 
Elliott County, 11.8 per¬ 
cent; Russell County, 11.5 
percent; Carter County, 
11.1 percent; Harlan Coun¬ 
ty, 10.5 percent; Leslie and 
Menifee counties, 10.3 per¬ 
cent each; Letcher and 
Wolfe counties, 10.2 per¬ 
cent each; and Breathitt 
County, 10.1 percent. 

Unemployment statis¬ 
tics are based on estimates 
and are compiled to mea¬ 
sure trends rather than 
actually to count people 
working. Civilian labor 
force statistics include non¬ 


military workers and unem¬ 
ployed Kentuckians who 
are actively seeking work. 
They do not include unem¬ 
ployed Kentuckians who 
have not looked for employ¬ 
ment within the past four 
weeks. The statistics in this 
news release are not season¬ 
ally adjusted because of the 
small sample size for each 
county. The data should 
only be compared to the 
same month in previous 
years.

Pendleton County Wild¬ 
cats head basketball coach 
Keaton Belcher, along with

Pendleton Common School Graduates of 1918 


Nineteenth Century 
American Education is 
often referred to as "The 
Common School Period." 
During this century educa¬ 
tion went from being com¬ 
pletely private to being 
available to the common 
masses. Common-school 
advocates worked to estab¬ 
lish a free elementary educa¬ 
tion accessible to everyone 
and financed by public 
funds. As such, they advo¬ 
cated public schools should 
be accountable to local 
school boards and state gov¬ 
ernments. They also helped 
establish compulsory school 
attendance laws for elemen¬ 
tary-age children. By 1918, 
such laws existed in all 
states. Common schools 
typically taught the three 
Rs. These were reading, (w) 
riting, and (a)rithmetic 
along with history and 
geography. The grading var¬ 


ied widely and it was the 
end-of-the-year recitations 
that informed the parents of 
what their children were 
learning. 

In 1833, Rev. William 
Holmes McGuffey was 
asked by Truman and Smith 
Publishing to write a school 
text book for their company 
to sell. McGuffey had 
already planned a series of 
readers and had published 
his first reader in 1841 to 
introduce children to 
McGuffey's ethical code. 
The child modeled in this 
book is prompt, good, kind, 
honest and truthful. This 
first book contained fifty- 
five lessons. Education 
scholars viewed the com¬ 
mon school era as having 
ended around 1900.

Natural dyes can 
brighten up Easter 


Time to think about 
spring weather safety

In just a few weeks, the 
Easter bunny will be hippity- 
hoppiting into many Ken¬ 
tucky homes. Along with the 
annual visit from our long¬ 
eared friend, coloring Easter 
eggs is one of the favorite 
holiday activities for children 
of all ages. While many of us 
are accustomed to purchas¬ 
ing the little dye tablets from 
the store, you can also use 
natural ingredients to get col¬ 
orful results. 

Ingredients like fresh 
beets, yellow onion skins and 
fruit juices can dye eggs. 
Here’s a list of natural dye 
sources and the colors they 
produce. 

• Fresh beets-pinkish red 

• Yellow onion skins-orange 

• Spinach leaves-pale green 

• Red cabbage leaves or 
canned blueberries-blue 

• Strong brewed coffee- 
to brown 

• Grape, cranberry, pome¬ 
granate or beet juice-grey/ 
purple/red 

• Golden Delicious apple 
peels-green-gold 

Begin with eggs that are 
hard boiled or blown out. If 
you plan to eat them, hard- 
boiled eggs should be cooled 
quickly after cooking and 
stored in the refrigerator 
until used. They should 
never be held at room tem¬ 
perature for longer than two 
hours. 

Choose your desired 
color and place the natural 
dye in a pan large enough for 
water to be 1 inch above the 
dye material. Bring the water 
to a boil. Simmer for about 
15 minutes or until the 
desired color is achieved. 


Remember eggs will be a 
lighter color than the dye 
mixture. 

Remove the pan from 
heat and strain the dye into a 
measuring cup. Add two to 
three teaspoons of white vin¬ 
egar for each cup of strained 
dye. 

Pour the mixture into a 
container deep enough to 
completely cover eggs. Place 
the eggs in water and wait 
until desired color is achieved. 

Remove the eggs from the 
mixture and dry naturally. 
Remember that naturally 
dried eggs will have a dull 
finish, but you can rub them 
with cooking oil to make 
them shine. 

If you plan to eat the 
dyed eggs, be sure to use 
food-grade materials or dyes 
for coloring. As well as the 
natural dyes listed above, it’s 
safe to use commercial egg 
dyes, liquid food coloring or 
fruit-drink powders. Make 
sure no cracks develop in the 
eggs as these leave openings 
for bacteria, which can result 
in illness. 

If you’re going to con¬ 
sume eggs that have been 
used in an egg hunt, hide 
eggs in places away from dirt, 
moisture, pets and other pos¬ 
sible sources of bacteria. Do 
not hunt these eggs longer 
than two hours. Eggs can be 
washed and either eaten 
immediately or put back in 
the refrigerator within two 
hours. Use them within one 
week of cooking.

After record snowfall 
and bitterly cold tempera¬ 
tures, most Kentuckians 
welcome the transition into 
spring. Still, changeable 
weather is one of the harbin¬ 
gers of the season, and often 
it comes in the form of high 
winds and blustery condi¬ 
tions. Even though torna¬ 
does can occur in any sea¬ 
son, they are most common 
in spring, along with down- 
bursts and windstorms. 

A tornado is a violently 
rotating column of air that 
descends from a thunder¬ 
storm. These violent storms 
form thousands of feet 
above the earth’s surface 
usually during warm, 
humid, unsettled weather 
and typically in conjunction 
with a severe thunderstorm. 
Along with rain, dust and 
debris are sucked into the 
center of the air column and 
form the distinct funnel 
shape that identifies a tor¬ 
nado. Wind speeds, ranging 
from 40 to more than 300 
mph, can be extremely 
destructive. A tornado can 
level a building, lift a rail¬ 
road car off its tracks and 
strip asphalt from pave¬ 
ment. 

Derecho windstorms 
and downbursts also come 
from thunderstorms. 
Derechos are rapidly mov¬ 
ing, large-scale and long- 
lived wind events associated 
with bands of thunder¬ 
storms or showers. Winds 
ranging from 57 to more 
than 100 miles per hour can 
topple 18-wheelers and 
blow down trees. Down- 
bursts are much smaller and

are formed by high winds 
that funnel down to the sur¬ 
face from the upper levels of 
thunderstorms. Both can 
cause serious damage and 
can be life threatening, so 
even when just a thunder¬ 
storm watch or warning has 
been issued you should 
always be prepared. 

Make a tornado emer¬ 
gency plan for both work 
and home. Keep a weather 
radio in good working con¬ 
dition with extra batteries 
and make sure you and your 
family know what precau¬ 
tions to take in your home, a 
car, open country or other 
situations that may arise. 

In your home or any 
sturdy building, take shelter 
in the lowest level away from 
any windows, preferably 
under a sturdy object to pro¬ 
tect yourself from falling 
debris. 

In your car, you should 
attempt to drive to shelter. If 
this is not possible, exit the 
vehicle and take cover by 
laying down in a ditch or 
low-lying area with your 
hands over your head. If a 
low-lying area is not nearby 
or you cannot exit your 
vehicle, strap on your seat 
belt, cover your head and 
keep your body below win¬ 
dow level. 

In a mobile home, even 
if it is tied down, always 
evacuate and take cover in a 
low-lying area and cover 
your head. 

Special considerations 
for livestock producers 
include moving livestock to 
high ground in case of heavy 
rain and potential flash 
flooding. If moving livestock 
is not possible, open gates so 
they can escape high water. 
You should take precautions 
against lightning strikes by 
preventing animals from 
herding under isolated trees 
and moving them away from 
other large conductors that 
may attract lightning.

Drivers encouraged to share the road 


Planting season has returned 
to Kentucky’s farming commu¬ 
nities, and with that annual 
activity there is also an increased 
likelihood of drivers encounter¬ 
ing slow-moving farm equip¬ 
ment on the roadways. Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Bureau (KFB) urges 
all motorists to slow down, stay 
alert and patiently share the 
road with farmers this spring. 

Farmers often need to move 
equipment from one field to 
another during this time of year, 
but sometimes those transitions 
require maneuvering large 
machinery down or across pub¬ 
lic roads. With more than 
78,000 miles of public roads 
and 77,000 farms found in the 
Commonwealth, the opportu¬ 
nity for on-the-road encounters 
with farm equipment is quite 
realistic for many drivers. 

It is completely legal for 
farm machinery to drive on 
Kentucky roadways, but when 
these slow-moving farm vehicles 
enter areas normally traversed 
by fast-moving cars and trucks, 
accidents sometimes occur. A 
vehicle traveling at highway 
speeds can cover hundreds of 
yards in just a matter of seconds 
and, especially at this time of 
year, unexpectedly come bum- 
per-to-bumper with a large 
piece of farm equipment mov¬ 
ing down the road at a much 
slower pace. 

According to statistics from 
the Kentucky State Police, there 
were 210 collisions involving 
tractors and other farm equip¬ 
ment on Kentucky roadways in 
2013. Of those collisions, 54 
injuries and four fatalities 
resulted. The state police labeled 
the majority of those accidents 
(40%) the result of “inatten¬ 
tion” - further proof that 
increased caution during plant¬ 
ing season is needed to prevent 
tragedy. 

In an effort to help drivers 
avoid accidents with slow-mov¬ 
ing farm equipment this spring, 
KFB offers the following sug¬ 
gestions for both motorists and 
farmers. While each roadway 
encounter is unique, a general 
sense of awareness and caution 
goes a long way in keeping 
everyone safe and preventing 
tragedy. 

Tips for motorists: 

• Slow down and pay 
attention to the road. Radios, 
cell phones and even passengers 
can lead to distracted drivers 
and slower reaction times. Focus 
on the traffic in front of the 
vehicle and stay within the post¬ 
ed speed limits, especially when 
traveling through areas where 


agriculture is prominent. 

• Watch for road signs. 
Many roads next to farms post 
yellow signs with a silhouetted 
farmer on a tractor to warn driv¬ 
ers that they are entering an area 
where slow-moving vehicles are 
likely to be on the road. This 
should signal the driver to be on 
the lookout for farm equipment 
entering traffic. 

• Don’t assume the farmer 
knows you are there. While 
most farmers check frequently 
for vehicles approaching from 
behind them, their focus must 
remain on the road ahead. Drive 
far enough behind farm equip¬ 
ment to ensure farmers can see 
the vehicle in their mirrors. Also 
remember that farm machinery 
is very loud and may prevent 
the operator from hearing 
another vehicle’s approach. 

• Keep your distance when 
following farm equipment. 
The triangular slow-moving 
vehicle emblem displayed on 
the back of farm equipment 
signifies that the machinery will 
not be traveling at high speeds 
and maneuverability is limited. 
Stay back and don’t tailgate. If 
farm equipment pulls to the 
right side of the road, it does 
not necessarily mean it is mak¬ 
ing room for other vehicles to 
pass. It is also possible that the 
farmer is slowing down and 
drifting right to gain extra room 
for a wide left turn. 

• Use extreme caution 
when passing. If you cannot 
clearly see what lies ahead of 
both your vehicle and the 
equipment you intend to get 
ahead of, do not pass. Never 
pass farm equipment when 
approaching a hill or curve, and 
do not attempt to pass when 
within 100 yards of an intersec¬ 
tion, bridge, railroad crossing or 
tunnel. 

• Be patient with the farm¬ 
er. You are not the only one 
eager to get the farm equipment 
off the road and out of the way. 
Farmers must move their 
machinery carefully along road¬ 
ways and have lower maximum 
speeds by which they can travel. 
When driving behind these 
slow-moving vehicles, patiently 
wait for the operator to find an 
appropriate time to let you pass. 
Don’t assume this can be done 
at any time. The farmer must 
survey the shoulder of the road 
for an area that is not soft, wet 
or steep and can support the 
weight of the equipment with¬ 
out causing it to tip. 

Tips for farmers: 

• Make sure the slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle sign is visible. This 



emblem is used to alert others of 
the equipment’s speed and 
maneuverability capabilities, 
but doesn’t help if it is not visi¬ 
ble. Mount it as high and as far 
left as possible. Keep the sign 
clean and replace it if it is no 
longer reflective. 

• Never post a slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle sign on a mailbox 
or fence post. Misuse of the 
slow-moving vehicle emblem 
can confuse motorists and even¬ 
tually dull their sensitivity to 
the need to slow down when 
seeing one on machinery travel¬ 
ing down the road. Slow-mov¬ 
ing vehicle signs should only be 
posted on appropriate equip¬ 
ment. 

• Keep flashing lights on. 

Use flashing lights on equip¬ 
ment to draw attention to your 
slow speed. 

• Stay to the right. Keep 
farm equipment as far to the 
right edge of the road as safely 
possible, but stay on the road. 
Driving with equipment half on 
and half off the road might 
encourage a motorist to attempt 
passing before it is safe. 

• Make intentions to turn 
obvious. Collisions between 
farm equipment and other vehi¬ 
cles on the road commonly 
occur when a slow-moving vehi¬ 
cle is attempting to turn. Use 
turn signals or the appropriate 
hand signal to indicate turns. If 
the operator is using flashing 
lights, switch those off when 
approaching a turn so that the 
trailing vehicles know more 
clearly where the equipment is 
headed. 

• Avoid encouraging a 
motorist to pass. While it 
might seem courteous to wave 
someone ahead of a slow-mov¬ 
ing piece of equipment, the 
driver of the trailing vehicle 
must ultimately determine 
when he or she can safely pass. 

• When it is safe, pull over 
to allow traffic to pass. The 
bulky frames and slow speeds of 
farm equipment often causes 
backups in traffic. As shoulder 
conditions allow, find a place to 
safely pull over and allow trail¬ 
ing vehicles to pass.
